To  the  ('hair man  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Councillor  Mrs.  Barley  and  Gentlemen, 

To  continue  the  story  of  the  Health,  Sanitary  and 
Housing  conditions  in  Holderness ! Our  population  now, 
i.e.,  end  of  1949,  is  estimated  at  18,770,  including  300  non- 
civilian. This  is  the  first  year  that  such  a differentiation 
is  made  and  shows  that  the  civil  population  has  increased 
by  some  150/900  during  the  year.  At  the  same  time,  the 
birth  rate  has  increased  from  17  per  1,000  last  year  to  over 
18  per  1,000  this  year. 


Tor  the  rest  of  the  country  the  rates  have  fallen. 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  show  a rate  of  a little  less 
than  17,  while  in  the  towns  the  rate  is  about  the  same  as 
ours. 


What  was  said  last  year  about  the  ageing  population 
is  only  too  true;  bungalows  for  old  people  are  urgently 
wanted  everywhere. 


Deaths. 

During  the  year,  912  people  in  Holderness  passed  on, 
Heart  Disease,  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (Stroke), 
in  that  order,  accounting  for  more  than  half.  114  of  the 
deaths  were  males  and  98  were  women.  11  and  a half  people 
per  1,000  died  this  year,  a few  more  than  last  year,  which 
was  a record  for  a low  death  rate.  The  rate  for  the  whole 
country  is  about  the  same,  11.7,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that 
more  people  per  1,000  died  in  the  towns  than  in  the  country, 
but  more  babies  were  born  in  the  towns  ! 


Maternal  Mortality. 

Two  mothers  died  as  a result  of  childbirth,  in  the  345 
confinements  which  occurred.  One  was  due  to  the  presence 
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of  serious  heart  disease.  This  gives  a maternal  mortality

rate  of  5.8  per  1,000  births.  For  the  whole  country  the 
rate  is  under  1. 


Infant  Mortality. 

As  this  rate  taken  over  a number  of  years  is  the  most 
reliable  guide  we  have  of  the  social  and  sanitary  condition 
of  a district,  it  is  best  to  look  back  over  the  past  few  years 
as  to  our  record,  including  the  year  before  the  war.

Neonatal  Mortality. 

This  means  the  number  of  babies  who  died  during  the 
first  4 weeks  of  their  existence,  and  this  is  a very  important 
period,  because,  so  far,  although  the  number  of  babies  dying 
in  the  first  near  has  steadily  dropped  during  the  last  40  or 
50  years,  the  numbers  dying  in  the  first  four  weeks  have 
remained  more  or  less  constant,  as  the  following  table

Of  tlie  11  babies  dying  in  their  first  year,  no  fewer  than 


5 died  during  their  first  four  weeks.  Two  of  these,  one  a 
twin,  died  of  prematurity,  and  3 of  uncontrollable  bleeding. 
We  have  learnt  something  about  this  tragic  disaster  during 
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flip  past  few  years.  Ts  it  possible  that  many  of  these 
premature  births,  etc.,  may  he  due  to  something1  in  the  blood 
of  the  parents  which  do  not  mix  well  in  the  child  and  may 
cause  premature  birth,  bleeding  and  early  death?  Steps 
now  can  be  taken  to  prevent  this  happening  and  may  result 
in  the  saving  of  many  of  the  neonatal  deaths  in  the  1st 
month . 

The  next  common  cause  is  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  in 
the  next  two  or  three  months,  and  gastro  enteritis  a little 
later.  These  should  be  prevented.

Practically  all  of  the  61  cases  occurred  in  the  first  five 
months  of  the  year.  The  type  of  case  was  mild.  Immunisa- 
tion against  Measles  is  safe  and  easy,  but  the  serum  is 
scarce,  and,  save  in  nurseries,  where  there  are  many  babies 
in  close  contact,  it  is  not  really  practicable. 


Whooping  Cough. 

27  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  26  last  year  and 
26  in  1047.  It  is  hoped  that  the  dramatic  success  of  the 
Anti-Diphtheria  immunisation  will  be  followed  eventually 
by  an  equal  success  against  Whooping  Cough,  now  that  the 
combined  Whooping  Cough  / Diphtheria  vaccine  is  generally 
used. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Ten  cases  were  notified,  chiefly  during  the  winter 
months.  The  type  wTas  again  mild  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
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new  anti-bacterial  drills,  i.e.,  the  Sulpha  group  and  peni- 
cillin, complications  should  he  few. 

Diphtheria. 

Since  1 1)45 , no  notifications  have  been  received,  and  as 
long  as  the  proportion  of  children  under  15  who  have  received 
protective  immunisation  remains  as  high  as  at  present,  few 
should  be  expected.  During  the  year,  following  the  establish- 
ment of  the  National  Health  Service,  the  responsibility  for 
immunisation  has  been  placed  on  the  County  Councils,  and 
not  the  District  Councils,  as  previously. 

Tuberculosis. 

Five  cases  of  lung  disease,  or  human  tuberculosis,  which 
is  very  infectious  and  easily  spread  by  coughing  and  spitting, 
were  notified  during  the  year.  Also  one  case  of  bone  tuber- 
culosis.

measure  of  sanitary  conditions  of  an  area,  but  even  more 
of  the  health  and  education  of  the  parents.  It  is  due  to 
infection  of  food  by  flies  and  unwashed  hand.  One  male 
and  2 females  (children)  died,  one  of  whom  died  in  hospital. 
This  gives  a rate  of  8.75  per  1,000  live  births,  nearly  three 
times  as  high  as  the  rest  of  the  country.  Last  year  the  rate 
was  nil. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

Hospitals. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1948,  all 
hospitals  and  maternity  homes  were  taken  over  by  a Regional 
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Board.  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  remains  the  main 
hospital  for  your  area. 

The  new  maternity  home,  k‘  Seacroft,’’  in  Withernsea, 
was  opened  early  in  1949,  and  is  fulfilling  everything 
expected  of  it. 

The  Regional  Board  also  provides  full  facilities  for 
laboratory  examinations  of  specimens  for  the  more  accurate 
diagnosis  of  disease  at  the  hospitals  in  Hull  and  Beverley 
and  at  the  Research  'Laboratory  in  Hull,  for  bacteriological 
investigations. 

Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
are  also  provided. 


Sanitary  Circumstances 

Weather. 

The  East  coast  was  favoured  in  1949  for  comparatively 
good  weather  throughout  the  year. 

The  total  rainfall  was  13.68",  in  comparison  with  21" 
last  year. 

Water  Supply, 

Water  is  supplied  by  statute  by  the  Hull  Corporation 
Water  Authority.  The  quality  is  chemically  and  baeterio- 
logically  pure,  if  somewhat  hard.  During  the  year,  many 
areas  were  relaid  with  larger  pipes,  greatly  improving  the 
supply,  and  several  outlying  farms  have  been  supplied. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

This  is  the  one  remaining  sanitary  problem  which 
remains  in  your  district.  You  have  long  realised  the  urgency 
of  the  matter,  but  for  the  war  and  post-war  conditions  it 
would  have  been  solved,  as  plans  for  sewerage  were  in  prepara- 
tion before  1939.  During  the  year,  schemes  for  the  disposal  of 
sewage  at  Atwick,  Brandesburton,  Bilton,  Easington,  Patring- 
ton,  Pauli,  Preston  and  Roos  were  prepared  bv  your  Consulting 
Engineer  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
sanction.  When  put  into  operation,  they  will  effectively 
stop  the  pollution  of  the  streams  and  dykes  in  most  of  your 
district.  In  the  meantime,  steps  are  being  taken  in  the 
right  direction  towards  that  end.  All  new  houses  are 
provided  with  watertight  cesspools,  which  are  emptied  by 
the  Council’s  mechanical  cesspool  einptiers. 

Further,  all  new  groups  of  houses  over  six  have  to  be 
provided  with  small  works  for  the  purification  of  the  sewage 
before  disposal  into  dykes,  etc.  One  has  already  been  erected 
and  is  working  satisfactory.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1949. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  13  samples  of  water  were  obtained 
from  private  supplies,  with  results  as  shewn  below:  — 

Chemical.  Bacteriological, 

Ail,  9 Satisfactory,  4 Unsatisfactory. 

The  Hull  Corporation  is  the  Statutory  Water  Authority 
for  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  and  supplies  water  to 
every  parish. 

The  pressure  since  my  last  report  has  increased  and 
all  parts  of  the  district  are  now  satisfactorily  supplied  with 
water,

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging. 

Despite  the  large  area  of  the  district  and  the  number 
of  parishes,  the  department  provides  a weekly  service  to  the 
villages  and  a fortnightly  service  to  the  less  populated  areas 
and  hamlets,  a service  which  is  invaluable  and  greatly  appre- 
ciated. 

Four  Bedford  vehicles  are  employed  for  this  purpose. 
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Disposal. 

Disposal  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  in  various 
parts  of  the  district,  where  old  ponds,  no  longer  required  by 
the  agricultural  population  because  of  the  provision  of  water 
mains,  are  being  filled  in.  The  tips  are  left  in  good  condition, 
although  all  covering  materials  has  to  be  transported  mainly 
from  the  gravel  pits  within  the  area. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

The  Council  continues  to  operate  a scheme  for  empty- 
ing private  cesspools,  the  cost  of  which  is  borne  by  the  rates. 
Two  Bedford  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose,  and  the 
emptying  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  on  Council  housing 
estates. 

This  scheme  lias  proved  of  great  benefit  to  house- 
holders, but  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  sites  where 
the  effluent  can  be  emptied. 


Kl  GUT  SOIL, 

Two  Carrier  vehicles  are  employed  on  this  very 
important  work  and  the  larger  villages  are  serviced  weekly. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  increase  the  number  of  properties 
which  could  be  serviced,  but  it  is  considered  that  no  further 
extension  of  the  scheme  be  put  into  operation  until  the  new 
sewerage  works  are  installed.

Sewage  Disposal. 

Only  one  village  possesses  a sewage  disposal  plant  of 
ancient  design.  Plans  for  the  installation  of  sewerage 
works  and  mains  have  been  designed  for  the  villages  of 
Preston,  Pauli,  Patrington,  Billon.  Brandesburton,  Boos, 
Atwick  and  Easington. 

One  small  works  is  under  construction  at  Sigglesthorne 
which  will  take  the  effluent  from  12  new  and  6 war  Council 
houses.  Others  are  in  course  of  planning  for  the  parishes  of 
Long  Riston  and  Ottringhani.

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HOUSING  PROGRESS. 

94  houses  were  erected  and  let  during  the  year  and 
the  'Council  now  own  547  houses  on  their  various  estates. 
There  are  40  more  in  (he  course  of  erection. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 


A substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  occupy- 
ing  jcaravans  and  other  moveable  dwellings  has  been  noted. 

In  this  district  the  increase  is  due  to  the  long  coastline 
and  the  desirability  of  city  dwellers  to  own  some  place  at  or 
near  the  coast  where  weekends  and  holidays  may  be  spent. 

Wherever  possible  car-trailer  type  caravans  are 
encouraged  and  old  railway  coaches  and  bus  bodies  are 
rejected.  It  is  frequently  noted,  however,  that  private 
persons  very  often  purchase  such  old  vehicles  before  applying’ 
for  a licence  to  station  it  within  the  Council’s  area. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  inauguration  of  (lie  cesspool  emptying  service  has 
enabled  three  schools  to  be  provided  with  W.C.s  in  place  of 
the  pail  closet  system.  It  is  felt  that  all  schools  should 
eventually  be  on  a water  carriage  system.

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

With  a view  to  obtaining*  a better  standard  of  sanitary 
accommodation  and  glass  washing  facilities,  negotiations  were 
opened  with  the  various  Breweries  owning  licensed  houses 
within  the  district.  Here  again  the  cesspool  emptying*  service 
was  found  to  be  of  benefit  and  (be  Brewery  Companies  availed 
themselves  of  the  service  by  connecting*  foul  water  to  cesspools.. 

New  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  in  5 cases 
and  in  4 cases  the  premises  were  reconditioned.  The  Brewery 
Companies  have  shown  their  willingness  to  co-operate,  but 
difficulties  in  obtaining*  building  licences  is  proving*  a handi- 
cap to  much  progress.
